protect himself against the depredations of thieves, be-ij:;lshincn , 
thot him of the aforementioned device, of which he had' 
a lingering memory, and visited nearly a dozen hardware 
stores in search of it. Every dealer knew that there had 
been such a thing on the market, but none could recall 
the name of the maker or tell where it could be obtained. 
In a small shop the intending purchaser finally found a 
dealer who was confident he had the thing in stock; but 
he said the demand for it was so dead that he had put it 
•away somewhere, and couldn't lay hands on it at once. 
He promised to hunt it up, however, and a few hours later 
he delivered the order at the purchaser's home. 


The article in question is, as we have said, efficient, 


and is susceptible of a wide variety of uses. It is dead for 
lack of advertising. Why the maker gaVe up after a 
feeble effort at publicity we do not .know; but we suspect 
that he lacked the faith and perseverance that must back 
the introduction of every brand-new idea. 


Perseverance in advertising is not necessarily costly. 


A very small appropriation will keep a modest enterprise 
before trie public for a whole year if small space in good 
newspapers is used. 


The successful advertisers are those who proportion 


their investment to the requirements of their business, and 
keep everlastingly at it.

This is an 
unusual and very good d^h.

Buy as many of the finger-sized 


frankfurters as are needed.

them into boiling water for three 
minutes, remove them with a skim- 
mer, drop them Into a hot frying- 
pan that lias a little butter in it 


bursting. Or lay them on a broiler 
and brown them under the gas 
flame. 
Meantime, chop the boiled 


cabbage, then have a hot frying-pan 
with a little butter or bacon fat 
ready and fry it, tossing it quickly 
with a fork. Dust the cabbage with 
pepper, salt and a little sugar, and 
when the edq-es aro crisp and brown 
lift it with forks, so as not to tako 
any grease, to a hot dish and garn- 
ish it with the hot "weenies" and 
sliced, salt pickles.

Rinse well two pounds of fresh 


honeycomb tripe, and cut it into con- 
\enient pieces for serving. Melt a 
tablespoonful of. butter in a steel fry- 
ing-pan. lay in the tripe and cover 
it closely. Turn tho tripo often as it 
cooks through, then uncover and 
brown it lightly. Lift it to a hot 
dish and dust it with a little salt 
ar 1 pepper. Melt a little fresh but- 
ter and add to it two tablespoon fuls 
each of water and vinegar. Add a 
half teaspoonful of corn-starch dis-
